Navarro County voters—along 


with voters in the 16 other 
counties bordering the Trinity 
River 
between 
Dallas and 


Livingston—will have an op- 
portunity to register their views 
on the project, and a Navarro 
County Steering Committee has 
been named to "tell the Trinity 
story" in preparation for the 
election expected in February. 


That was the crux of a 'dinner 


meeting of some 60 local and 
county businessmen, ranchers, 
farmers, public officials 
and 


Trinity supporters 
hosted 
by 


banker W,D. (Hank) Wyatt last 
night at the Navarro Hotel. 


Recalling a disastrous flood 


near his Oklahoma home when he 
was nine years old—when the 
bloated bodies of cows and horses 
destroyed by the raging waters 
made the area unsafe for human 
habitation—Wyatt said he was 


delighted with the turn-out for the 
busy pre-holiday meeting—59 
acceptances were received from 
the 65 invitations—and he kept 
the proceedings short and 
business-like. 


Exactly one hour after the 


steak dinners were consumed 
("to strike a blow for the cat- 
tlemen of the area," Wyatt said), 
Wyatt accepted nominations 
from the floor for an informal 
ten-man steering committee 
charged principally with "telling 
the Trinity story" in preparation 
for the expected election in which 
voters throughout the Trinity 
Valley will be asked to endorse 
the massive flood 
control- 


recreation-canalization 
project 


by approving area funding of a 
token part—6,7 per cent—of the 
cost. 


Named to the steering com- 


mittee were Blake Gillen, Dave 
Walker, C.M. (Sonny) Newton, 
Jr., Tillman Reed, Paul Sloan, 


Bobby D. Wilson, Arthur Patrick, 
George Kelt, J.O. Williams and 
James Fortson. 


They will work with Wyatt and 


long-time Trinity project leader 
Joe Butler fto begin what was 
repeatedly 
called 
an 


1 Educational program" to get the 
facts of the project to Navarro 
County citizens. 


Wyatt made a dramatic in- 


troduction to the discussion, 
citing his experiences with 
Oklahoma canalization and 
water projects that have become 
realities. 


"Oklahoma City was within 


two weeks of being without 
water, and a man of vision named 
Sen. Kerr 
told them 
'My 


imagination isn't hampered by a 
degree in engineering.' He 
spearheaded the building of the 
lake at Atoka that Texas cities 
later tried to get water from. 


"We need to recognize that our 


Trinity River—and a lot of 


rivers — h a v e 
p o l l u t i o n 


problems... people 
want 


recreational sites...and I think 
they (Trinity project backers) 
have a plan now that will satisfy 
everyone," he said, noting that 
non-metropolitan areas such as 
that between Dallas and Houston 
are, for the first time in 30 years, 
experiencing a trend "back in our 
direction" of people and industry. 


"We have been educating our 


children and sending 
them 


somewhere else to make a living, 
and now we have an opportunity 
to help provide a livelihood 
nearer home," he said, disclosing 
that three industrial prospects 
have been studying Corsicana in 
the past two weeks. 


"They're looking at smaller 


towns," he said, indicating that a 
recent prospect with heavy 
t (tonnage" requirements 
reported it can save $2 a ton by 
shipping from Muskogee, Okla., 
via the new Arkansas River 


canal, rather than from Houston. 
voiced. 


"I attended a lot of meetings 


about the Hugo Dam on the 
Konishi River when people were 
saying it could never be built— 
and they're finishing it up now," 
he said. "This is an opportunity 
for our community and area, and 
if anything is going to be done, we 
are going to have to do it.

Wyatt had been quoted in The 


Daily Sun Monday as saying this

Instead, numerous participants 


asked key questions and made 
observations about area reaction 
to recent attitudes about the 
Trinity project that has been 
talked for decades but is now at a 
crossroads. 


Strawn said the massive 


project authorized by Congress in 
1965 and funded for Corps of 
Engineers planning for the past 
three years is now, in the "nuts 
and bolts" designing stage, and 
the 
Corps reported 
it 
is 


"physically in condition to start 
construction by July of 1974", 
with an early element to be'the 
sprawling Tennessee Colony 
Reservoir near Fairfield about 
which recent environmental 
meetings were held in ac- 
cordance with the 1969 National 
Environmental Policy Act. 


He said 
another 
general 


meeting will be held in mid- 
March to cover the "whole 
spectrum" of the Trinity project, 
after which the plans and 
specifications could be turned 
over to Washington for final 
funding and subsequent im- 
plementation by the Corps of 
Engineers. 


The Trinity program is now the 
;tnumber one" public works 
project in national priority after 
15 years of what he called 
"maneuvering", Strawn said, 
and if it loses that priority now it 
could either set the project back 
15 years or eliminate it as a 
possibility for future develop- 
ment. 


Strawn reported the TRA was 


directed in 1965 to acquire rights- 
of-way, re-locate 
applicable 


utilities, arrange navigational 
features, and seek area approval 
in the form of a successful 17- 
county referendum on the 
question of local taxes to retire 
bonds for non-federal 
ticipation.

Only one new zoning change matter came in 


for preliminary enactment at Tuesday's City 
Commission meeting. 


By a 4-to-l vote, the Commission overruled the 


Planning and Zoning Commission denial of 
zoning change sought by Thomas E. Hutchins 
and gave him the Residential 4 classification he 
sought along with a specific use permit to have a 
mobile home located on property at 1221 S, 
St. The appeal by Hutchins had been under in- 
vestigation for several weeks, and in overriding 
the P&Z the Commission found that other mobile 
homes existed in the neighborhood and Hutchins 
should not be denied similar privileges. 


The action came after Commissioner P.O. 


Fullwood offered a motion that the City sustain 
the P&Z in denying the change, but it died for 
lack of a second. 


Final approval was given five other zoning 


change ordinances. These granted to H.O, Olsen 
Multiple Family 2 zoning on acreage on which a 
complex of "townhouses" are to be built; 
granted to Fred M. Allison a combination of 
Commercial and General Retail zoning on 
property extending through the 600 block of N. 
Main through to N. Beaton streets; granted to 
B.R. Colburn General Retail zoning for a child- 
care center at 518 N. 15th St.; granted the B.R. 
Hammonds General Retail zoning on lots at 927 
and 929 W. First Ave, to extend New Garden 
Center display space. 


Commissioner Scott cast the only "no" vote on 


the Hammonds zoning, with the others receiving 
unanimous approval.

In other actions, the Commission tabled as 


insufficient in number bids received on the 
proposed purchase of a backhoe machine, 
garbage truck with lift-over packer body, and air 
compressor pending new advertisements. A t the 
same time, at Manager Russell's request, the 
Commission authorized substituting bids calling 
for a track front-end loader to a rubber-tire 
loader and soliciting a lease-purchase option 
arrangement. 


Amendments were authorized to the 1972-73 


budget to reflect an increase in income of $12,737 
received from Bankers Life Insurance Co. in the 
form of a dividend on the City's group policy. The 
budget was amended to reflect $5,756 in ad- 
ditional social security payments under changes 
effective Jan. 1; and restored to the budget $3,321 
for salary for three clerks rather than two in the 
city secretary's office. Manager Russell 
reported that when the budget was adopted in 
September it had been anticipated one clerk 
would retire in this budget year, so provision had 
been made for only two clerks, but the employe 
had not retired and the office needs to maintain 
all three positions, he said. 


The Commission deferred until later adoption 


of a budget for anticipated federal "Revenue 
Sharing" funds

projected use of this money for street main- 
tenance purposes.

BELFAST

Two 


masked men burst into a Lon- 
donderry pub and opened up 
with submachine guns on the 
crowd watching soccer on 
television. They killed five per- 
sons and wounded four, boost- 
ing the day's death toll in 
Northern Ireland to eight. 


It was the Province's third 


bloodiest day this year, and 
there was speculation that the 
pub slayings Wednesday night 
were in reprisal for the day's 
first killing. 


The day began with a flurry 


of 
bombing 
that 
panicked 


Christmas shoppers but brought 
no casualties. Then assassins 
struck in Belfast, Clonmore and 
Londonderry. 


The first to die was a Protes- 


tant member of the volunteer 
militia, shot in the back by a 
sniper as he took an off-duty 
stroll by a Londonderry reser- 
voir.

Strawn and Vanre declined to 


guess what might be done by the 
TRA Board of Directors, but they 
noted the Texas Legislature in 
1968 authorized the levying of a 
15-cents-per-$100-valuation 
pr- 


operty tax throughout the 17 
county area if approved by both a 
majority of all voters in the area 
and voters in a majority of the 17 
counties. 


(In other words, voters in the 


more heavily populated areas of 
Dallas and Tarrant Counties 
could not pass the election unless 
a majority of voters in a majority 
of smaller counties also ap- 
proved. The obvious intention 
was to decrease the influence of 
more populous counties. Equally 
obviously, a majority of the tax 
dollars would be paid in the areas 
with bigger population.) 


Strawn reported studies of 


the local tax structure in Navarro 
County show a taxpayer with 
property valued at $28,000 would 
pay "right at $9 a year" for the 
life of the bonds-with "25 to 30 
years a realistic expectation" for 
the bonding period. 


A typical 300-acre tract of 


agricultural land would be 
assessed about $6.37 a year, he 
added. 


In the 17 counties, he said, "it 


looks like that would generate 
about $7 million a year", which 
he later pegged at 6.7 per cent of 
ihe'total cost of the project, with 
federal funds accounting for the 
other 93.3 per cent. 


Strawn emphasized that the 


TRA is responsible for calling the 
referendum and he cannot 
predict what its board of direc- 
tors will do, but indications are 
that it will seek approval of the 
full 
15-cents-per-$100-valuation 


levy. 


In answer to a question about 


effects of the Arkansas Canal, 
Butler said he just received a 
report showing that between five 
and six million tons of freight had 
moved on the canal in its first ten 
months of operation, and Vance 
noted more than a billion dollars 
has been generated in develop- 
ment and construction along the 
canal.

City Manager Jack Russell 


announced today that he ter- 
minated the services Wednesday 
of Don Lunday as director of 
finance and personnel. 


In announcing the dismissal, 


Russell said " Lunday is to be 
commended for investment of 
idle cash funds during his tenure 
with the City, but his inability to 
get other administrative policies 
implemented made the decision 
necessary.'' 


He added he felt this change 


41 was in the best interest of the 
City," .and this had been con- 
veyed to Lunday personally and 
by letter. Lunday was employed 
by Corsicana April 17, 1972, 
coming here from private ac- 
counting service work in Fort 
Worth. 


City Manager Russell said he 


had appointed Charles Reynolds, 
presently Corsicana's utility 
billing manager, as acting 
director of finance. Russell has 
assumed the functions of per- 
sonnel director for Corsicana. 


The City Manager said he 


wished Lunday the best of luck in 
his future endeavors and had 
assured the dismissed director 
this was not a personal matter. 


Lunday was given two weeks 


severance pay in lieu of two 
weeks notice with the ter- 


fice at 218 N. Main since 1928; 
Ferguson noted "we feel like it is 
time we built a new building for 
our customers and employes." 
The new franchisees desired; he 
said, as security to the utility in 
making this ' 'substantial in- 
vestment." 


The architectural design of the 


new building will be in keeping 
with the new Public Library and 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce; 


Ferguson said; in displaying a 
large color sketch of the planned 
building.lt will include a public 
meeting room to accommodate 50 
people, and there will be ample 
parking for customers, employes 
and those using the meeting 
room. 


Under the terms of the fran- 


chise, the TP&L will continue to 
pay Corsicana annually two per 
cent of its gross receipts tax, 
which this past year amounted to 
$56,000,Ferguson said, over and 
above what the utility paid in ad 
valorem taxers.

Ferguson said the TP&L 


proposed to give the city a lump 
sum payment of $6,000 for the 
remainder of the existing fran- 
chise's period in lieu of the 
provision that the utility would 
provide the municipality free 
service for 30 drop lights at city 
hall. 


The district manager said this 


provision stemmed from an 
original 
50-year 
franchise 


granted to the then Corsicana 
Gas and Electric Co. in 1903 and 


Since approval of the bond 


issue for a new municipal 
building ;Manager 
Ferguson 


made the observation that 
Corsicana will not likely be in the 
present City Hall building for 
more than two years hence; with 
different service arrangements 
then needed for the new city hall. 


Although a public hearing was 


announced on the franchise 
request, no citizen appeared to 
comment or ask questions, and 
city officials who had been 
briefed on the request in recent 
days by Ferguson 
promptly 


approved the ordinance on first 
reading.

City Manager Jack Russell was 


given to go-ahead by City 
Commission Tuesday to pursue 
several matters to implement the 
recent bond issue program. 


Russell was authorized to draw 


up proposed changes in water 
and sewer rates designed to raise 
an additional 15 per cent in 
revenues to retire the $1,350,000 
water and sewage system bond 
issues. 


He reported 
that 
Hardy 


Eubanks of First Southwest Co., 
the city's financial adviser, 
recommended adjustment of 
rates to a level capable of retiring 
the bonds before offering the two 
issues for sales as a step 
to 


assuring sale at a better rate of 
interest. 


Russell reiterated a statement 


he has made numerous times in 
the past that Corsicana's rate for 
high volume water and sewage 
users is relatively low, and this is 
where adjustment in rates needs 
to be made. 
Basically, he 


proposed considering raising the 
water minimum from $2 to $2.50 
but adjusting the minimum 
upward so the low-volume user 
would not be penalized and hiking 
the sewage from $1.50 to $2.50 for 
residential 
customers 
and 


revising the scale of rates for 
commercial users. 


Russell replied there is no 


accurate way "to tell you how 
much this would bring in; this is 
just an educated guess that these 
charges will bring in the 15 per 
cent additional needed." 


When Commissioner Bob Scott 


observed they would be "voting 
blind" not to have any more 
detailed information on rate 
schedules than available then to 
them, Manager Russell asked if 
the Commission wanted him to 
proceed to prepare some detailed 
rate change schedules, and the 
City officials agreed informally 
this was their desire. 


City officials said they wanted 


to keep faith with what the voters 
had been told before the Nov. 14 
bond issue elections, and this was 
that utility rates would be held to 
a 15 per cent hike. 


Russell agreed but said the 


d±ision now must be made 
wflere the changes will be made 
in the usage structure. 


The City Manager was granted 


authority by the Commission to 
apply for a grant for designing 
and planning to include an 
Emergency Operation Center in 
the new municipal building. 
Russell reported he had been 
conferring with officials of the 
Division of Defense, Department 
of Public Safety-formerly known 
as Civil Defense-and they feel 
Corsicana is eligible for a grant. 


Russell reported that he, 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and 
Police Chief Don Massey had 
made inspections recently of 
EOCs in both Waco and Killeen 
andhe was favorably impressed. 
He added having an Emergency 
Operation Center is a good thing 
for a municipality in even of a 
natural or manmade disaster as 
it provides a functional center 
from which the municipal ad- 
ministration can operate. 


The city manager said 
ap- 


plying for a grant appears to be a 
good way to get a matching 
federal grant covering 2,800 feet
